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Land Adjacent To Cable Airport Rezoned

Upland Ciry Council adopted an 
ordinance Monday night to re- 
zone 36,6 acres east of Cable 
Airport to M-1 (light manufac- 
turing) and voted 3-2 against re- 
zoning .6 acres in a triangular 
shape parcel from agricultural 
to M-l, 

Paul N, Cable, manager of 
Cable Airport, objected to the 
Council’s action on April 16 when 
they reversed their original vote 
to keep the .6 acre area as “‘Open 
Zone’’ and voted 3-2 to zone it 
M-1, Cable again pointed out that 
the triangular parcel could not 
be included in the airport’s clear 
zone if zoned M-! and that the 
airport could never expand. 

The council voted 3-2 (with 
Gibson and Councilman John Mc- 
Carthy dissenting) to adopt a re- 
solution drafted by Mayor Abner 
B, Galdeman supporting future 
development of Ontario Interna~- 
tional Airport, Representatives 
from the West San Bernardino 
County League of Women Voters 
presented information from their 
twelve months study of airport 
expansion and urged the council 


to hold off supporting the reso- 
lution until the Northrup noise 
report comes out the end of the 
month, The league cited many 
factors affected by airport ex- 
pansion such as land use pat- 
terns and zoning, environmental 
quality and economic impact, 
Gibson stated he doesn’t think 
the airport affects Upland and 
objected tothe council passing the 
resolution ‘‘since we aren’t real- 
ly concerned,”’ 

McCarthy pointed out that the 
resolution just duplicated a simi- 
lar action taken by the council 
several years ago. Councilman 
Hal Bailin said the resolution 
wasn’t in support of any particu- 
lar plan for development, but was 
only a “‘general pat onthe back,”’ 

Revenue sharing funds and pro- 
posed Civic Center funding 
opened another ‘‘pandora’s box’ 
of discussion, Haldeman pre- 
sented a fact sheet concerning 
funding of ‘‘construction phase 
two’ for the Civic Center and 
urged that the council “move 
along’’ with the project, Bailin 
strongly objected to several 
items in the fact sheet and fin- 
ally was successful in his mo- 
tion to postpone action on the 
Civic Center funding issue until 
the May 21 meeting -- after the 
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Mayor’s Advisory Committee has 
report on the matter, 
asked: why the total 


given a

revenue sharing funds for’72-'73 
were now increased by $48,000 
from what they were in Decem- 
ber; why other projects aren’t 
considered with the increase in 
funds; and what $40,000 Listed as 
*‘rental of buildings on site’’ re- 
ferred to, He stated that there was 
“too much haste in moving this 
thing forward” and that the coun- 
cil wasn’t listening to recommen- 
dations from the Advisory Com- 
mittee, McCarthy also stated that 
the Advisory Committee’s re- 
commendations should most def- 
initely be taken into considera- 


tion, Bailin also objected because 


the issue wasn’t announced pub- 
licly and to the fact that public 
hearings weren’t announced con- 
cerning the expenditure of addi- 
tional revenue sharing funds, 
City Finance Director Robert 
Kendro presented a detailed de- 
scription of revenue sharing ap- 
propriations through Dec, 31, 
1974,..Kendro admitted that the 
revenue sharing estimates given 
in December were guidelines and 
‘only accepted in principle.’’ He 
Said the city staff now has more 
refined information concerning 
the funding and that the revenue

sharing estimates have been in- 
creased, 

A resolution to initiate con- 
demnation proceedings for sew- 
er and drainage purposes on 
property owned by Raymond L, 
Berry on 24th St. was put off 
calendar on the recommenda- 
tion of city attorney Donald Ma- 
roney, He said a tentative tract 
plan must be filed along with 
an environmental impact report 
on the proposed construction be-~- 
fore legal action could begin. 

The vote was unanimous to 
grant a conditional use permit 
for the city’s first Planned Resi- 
dential Development (PRD) of 90 
units on the second 10 acres east 
of Mountain Ave, on Arrow High- 
way. 

Five out of six Planning Com- 
mission initiated amendments to 
the Upland Municipal Code were 
approved, Several had to do with 
wall regulations on reverse cor- 
ner lots, An amendment to re- 
duce the minimum requirement 
for Planned Unit Developments 
(PUD) from 10 to 8 acres was 
defeated, 

After some discussion it was 
agreed that the 23rd 5t, improve- 
ment district matter should be 
referred back to the Street and 
Light Committee 80 that meet- 
ings can be held with affected 
property owners, The majority of 
property owners spoke against 
the improvement district, 

Hawkins moved to table indef- 
initely a resolution requesting 
dissolution of the Chino Basin 
Water Conservation District, 

City Manager Elwin ‘‘Pinky’’ 
Alder reported that the Rapid 
Transit District bus contract 
would be signed this week with 


RTD and Ontario and that the 
first bus service should begin 
May 21, Reverend A, Clark Rob~ 
bins of the First United Metho- 
dist Church of Upland addressed 
the council regarding the urgent 
need for improved bus transpor- 
tation for senior citizens and 
other poor people, Haldeman ap- 
pointed Rev, Robbins as head to 
select a 15 member committee 
of community leaders which 
would be approved by the coun- 
cil to really study the transpor- 
tation problem and try to come 
up with solutions, 

Bids were awarded for im- 
provements for Sierra Vieta and 
L3th St. Reservoir Park and for 
playground equipment for Sier- 
ra Vista, 

Requests by Pop Warner foot- 
ball leagues for additional lights 
at practice fields at Pioneer 
Junior High were referred toup- 
coming budget sessions, 

Gibson and Hawkins reported 
on their recent rip to, Scotra~- 
dale, Arizona to observe their 
new civic center, Gibson objected 
to the open space concept and said 
the city offices were very 
crowded for space, “‘It was noisy 
and not very private,’’ Gibson 
said, 

Hawkins said; ‘‘Ididn’t lose my 
enthusiasm for the Open space 
concept in Seortedale,”” He said 
he didn’t feel Upland would have 
the same problems with the new 
concept as Scottadale does, 

Gibson said the biggest objec- 
tion to the free and open civic 
center concept was from the 
Scorrsdale Chief of Police, The 
building department said they 
wouldn't “go for the open con- 
cept’ again, 


Tax-Exempt Animal 
Shelter In Upland? 


Because this week is national 
‘‘Be Kind to Animals Week’’ and 
because of recent letters to the 
Upland City Council about dog 
nuisances, the News is doing an 
investigation into the animal con- 
trol situation, This is the first 
in a series focusing on Upland’s 
philosophy of animal control,

Recently an Upland resident 
wrote to the city council about 
the possibility of starting a tax~- 
exempt animal shelter in the 
city -- the letter enclosed a 
newspaper article ona successful 
shelter started by the North Shore 
Animal League in Port Washing- 
ton, N, Y. 

During 1972 the League found 
homes for 3,000 cats and dogs 
working with space the size of a 
couple of private garages ...and 
it never puts animals to sleep. 
All workers at the 27-year-old, 
private, non-profit League are 
volunteers, Alexander Lewyt, one 
of the founders of the League, 
said: ‘‘We put our efforts into 
getting more animals adopted 
instead of building more space.’ 

At the council meeting Mayor 
Abner B, Haldeman remarked 
that Upland has an “‘animal con- 
trol’’ philosophy which was much 
different than a non-profit, shel- 
ter type situation, 

Upland Police Chief John Wes- 
sely explained that Upland’s ani- 
mal shelter, which is located in 
the city yards at 1460N,Campus, 


Upland High Band Wins Two Awards 


Upland High School Band Di- 
rector Al Warren said he’s had 
many comments lately from stu- 
dents who were suddenly regret- 
ful they‘d “dropped band” earli- 
er in the year, Most likely this 
sudden enthusiasm for band and 
music has something to do with 
the week-long Hawaiitour and the 
two full weeks of vacation band 
students enjoyed, 

From talking with band mem- 
bers who made the recent trip, 
it seems as though all plans went 
off as scheduled and the band re- 
turned home with twoimpressive 
trophies, The symphonic band 
earned a silver medal trophy 
and a “superior” rating, The 
stage band was awarded abronze 
trophy and an “‘excelient”’ rating, 

Students said the festival 
wasn’t like what they expected or 
the typical competition on the 
mainland, They played a total of 
five concerts in Hawaii and had 
two scheduled rehearsals, 


The group stayed at the Moana 
Hotel in Waikiki -- distinguished 
as the “‘oldest’” hotel on the is- 
lands (it’s 72 years old), Other 
Southern California high school 
bands were also staying at the 
hotel, and there was some soci- 
alizing, 

Being 30 feet from a beautiful 
beach was the single most won- 
derful feature of the entire trip 
to the students, About 20 band 
members tried surfing for the 
first time (including several 
girls), Many went glider riding 
in the woods and really thought 
this was a “fantastic experi- 
ence,” 

In the five days on the island 
the band members said they had 
quite a lot of freedom to see 
things they wanted to and to soak 
in some of the warm Hawaiian 
rays, With the exception of a few 
mild rainstorms, the weather was 
nice, they said, 

Warren said a highlight of the 


tour was being invited to give a 
Special concert by the Moana Ho- 
tel in the large bandstand area, 
Another odd experience was 4 
concert at Wainae High School 
on the northern part of «he is- 
land of Oahu -- it was given in 
a small quanset hut and the 
sound vibrations were very noi- 
sy! One night the festival judges 
had to sit out in the rain under 
umbrellas to judge a concert 
performance, 

Two-thirds of the students said 
they felt the earthquake which oc- 
curred the Thursday they were in 
Hawaii onthe big island of Hawaii, 
About 35 of them called their folks 
to tell them “everything was 
okay” and ofily a couple parenta 
bothered to call the students. Ap- 
parently a local radio station s 
broadcast alerted most families 
that the band wasn’t harmed by 
the earthquake, 

Warren emphasized what a 
“good deal’’ the students got for 


their money -- for $305 they got 
about a $600 trip including all 
transportation, lodging, meals, 
recreation, etc, 

The band is working on getting 
together a Spring Concert and 
movie show for the comrnunity, 
One student took 13 rolle of 
colored movie film -~ several 
have slides of the trip, The con- 
cert will be held the end of this 
month or beginning of next in the 
high school auditorium, A special 
record album of numbers from 
the trip will be called ‘‘Year ’73 
in Hawaii’ and be sold at the 
concert for $5 each, A report and 
slide presentation will alao be 

iven to the Chaffey High School

is administered by the Police De- 
partment and is a short-term 
holding facility fer unlicensed- 
unleashed dogs that are picked up 
by Otis Braden, the city’s only 
animal control officer, Chief 
Weasely ¢mphasized that the city 
is in the animal control business 
to. impound neighborhood prob- 
lem dogs and doesn’t make any 
attempt to find homes for dogs, 

At the past couple of council 
meetings irate citizens have 
complained about dog nuisances 
and packs of dogs, In both cases 
police officers have reported the 
Situation had been investigated 
and brought under control, In 
most cases it’s unleashed and 
unlicensed dogs which cause the 
complaints, 

The Campus Ave, shelter was 
built according to police plans at 
a cost of $2,500 in 1960, Because 
of the doubling of population in 
the city since 1960 andthe paral- 
lel increase in the number of 
pets owned by apartment dwell- 
ers, etc,, there’s a real need for 
enlarged shelter facilities and the 
addition of another animal con- 
trol officer, 

Chief Wessely said he will re- 
quest these two items during the 
upcoming city budget sessions, 
He explained that the task of po- 
licing neighborhoods to pick up 
Stray dogs is too great for one 
officer -- he usually goes to an 
area after a caller complains 
about a situation, 

According to Weassely, the ma- 
jority of residents in the city 
favor a strict policing function 
by the city to handle animal 
nuisances and there’s Little sup- 
port of ‘‘adoption type’’ animal 
Shelter facilities or of humane 
8ociety-operated animal control, 

He said that surrounding citles 
have contracted with Ontario Hu- 
mane Society for the task -- Up- 
land’s been asxed, but they've 
never desired the service, The 
humane society has a large staff 
which allows greater enforce- 
ment of animal control laws 
through animal census and lLi- 
cense checks, and an increased 
awareness of the shelter by the 
public, It is definitely in the ani- 
mal placement business -- 
whereas the city police is not, 

Wessely reported that Upland 
dog license fees increased last 
year so they’d be competitive 
with surrounding cities, 

As of March, the city had pro- 
cessed 2,364 animal complaints 
since last June comparedto1,921 
complaints processed in ’72, The 
number of unlicensed - unleashed 
animals picked up has jumped 
from 581 last year to $22 with 
three months left to record this 
year,

Bailin Still 
Upset At 
New City Hall 


Upland Ciry Councilman Harold 
A, Bailin Monday continued his 
battle with the city administra- 
tion and his four fellow council- 
men over the issue of the funding 
of a new city hall, 

‘‘Have you decided this is the 
No, 1 priority to the exclusion of 
everything else in the communi- 
ty?’’ he asked the other council 
members, 

Bailin was irked after hearing 
a proposal to transfer $765,00 
into a city fund for construction 
of a new city hall, 

Included in the transfer was 

274,000 from the city’s re- 
ceipts of federal revenue shar- 
ing funds during the year 1972- 
74, 

Included in the report of rev- 
enue sharing funds presented by 
by City Finance Director Rob- 
ert Kendro was $48,000 in ex- 
cess of the staff’s original es- 
timate, 

Bailin complained that the 
$48,000 and the entire $274,000 
in revenue sharing fumds were 
about to be earmarked to the 
civic center without citizen in- 
put in the matter,

Unite: ‘Ride--They Said’ 


Many people in Alta Loma love 
the area’s country atmosphere 
and are working hard to retain 
the unspoiled feeling, ‘‘The horse 
owners would like to see Alta 
Loma become a permanent horse 
community,’ said Mrs, Pete 
Meyer, 

Although horse owners have al- 
ways been attracted to the area 
because of the large lots and open 
spaces, lately there’s been more 
of a determined effort by mem- 
bers of the Alta Loma Riding 
Club particularly, to work to- 
wards preserving the sport of 
horseback riding in the com- 
munity. 

Pete Meyer, this year’s presi- 
dent of the riding club, has spear- 
headed a yeoman’s effort to map 
out equestrian trails along county 
flood control channels and else- 
where as part of a proposal for 
county-wide recreational trails, 
So far Alta Loma has taken the 
lead of all the cities in the county 
to set up a system of equestrian 
trails, ‘‘The club feels trails are 
essential in order to keephorses 
and to keep safe places for people 
to ride,’’ said Mrs, Meyer, 

Equestrian trails are being 
planned to run alongside bike 
trais in Alta Loma - Cucamonga, 
There seems to be a growing 
comradeship between those sup- 
porting bike trails and those sup- 
porting horse trails, The two 
groups of people are presently 
planning an “‘Ecology Ride’’ in 
which all community residents 
will be encouraged to join in and 
either hike, ride bikes or ride 


horses and pick up papers to show 
that residents are concerned 
about where they live, 

Mrs. Meyer said the horse 
owners and riding club members 
would be signing petitions to be 
sent to the county Board of Super- 
visors to show support of bikeway 
trails as well as equestrian 
trails, 

The riding club has been or- 
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ganized for about six years and 
now has a restricted membership 
of 50 families -- a total of about 
300 persons belong, Mrs, Meyer 
explained that it was necessary to 
close membership so that the 
members would be sure to put in 
their fair stint in working to 
clean-up and maintain the ring 
located at 5649 Sapphire in Alta 
Loma, 

In addition to sponsoring horse 
shows and other competitive 
events, the club also holds vac- 
cination clincs for horses and 
alerts horse owners of items of 
vital concern, 

Last Saturday a special horse- 
manship and training clinic was 
held at the ring for all horse own- 
ers in the area, Next month a 
second ‘‘VEE”’ vaccination clinic 
will be held in the ring. Mrs, 
Mayer said a similar ‘‘VEE”’ 
clinic was given a year ago in 
Alta Loma at which time 800 
horses were vaccinated, This 
“‘VEE’’ is a unique disease which 
is very harmful to horses, 

On the fourth Sunday of every 
month an open horse show is held 
at the ring with recognized judges 
present, Also, six Gym-Khana 
shows are held the first Sunday of 
each month in the spring. Pro- 
ceeds from these shows are the 
basic source of income for the 
riding club, Ail shows are open 
to the public for participation or 
spectating, 

Over $500 was spent last year 
for trophies for the club, Pete 
Meyer. donated a special tro- 
phy called the ‘‘Meyer Challenge 
Trophy’’ for the best horse of 
the year award, General mem- 
bership meetings are held month- 
ly at Pizza Royale in the Sunrize 
Center. Movies about riding are 
often features, 

On Sunday, May 20, Pete Mey- 
er will lead the ‘President's 
Ride’’ -- a lengthy organized 
trail ride which begins at the ring 
at 8 a.m, Anyone interested can 
ride along -- beer and soft drinks 
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will be served on the ride and 
homemade enchiladas are feat- 
ured afterwards, Contact Mr, 
Enriquez at 987-1651 for infor- 
mation, 

Meyer has researched and 
written a magazine article titled 
“Rancho Beautiful’ featuring Al- 
ta Loma’s country atmosphere, 
wherein he emphasizes the horse 
riding sport in the area, for 
Homebuyer’s Guide magazine -- 
a guide to Southern California 
residential real estate, Mrs, 
Meyer mentioned how hard it is 
to find a place to ride horses 
any more in Alta Loma, Fire 
trails in Cucamonga Creek are 
fraught with motorcycles and 
trucks and can’t be used in sum- 
mer months due to high fire haz- 
ards, and streets are getting 
more and more congested with 
cars, 

She brought out «hat many of 
the newer tract homes are “‘ranch 
style’’ with 1/2 acre lots, Own- 
ers can have two horses, but 
there isn’t enough land to ride 
them, The club’s ring provides 
a solution for this problem, Mrs, 
Meyer said, ‘‘It’s getting more 
and more difficult to find horse 
property any more,’’ And yet, 
she said there will be one mil- 
lion registered quarter horses 
in the US by next year, Apparent- 
ly the horseback riding sport is 


just as popular as ever -- it’s 
just harder to find a place to 
ride! 


The club also has a junior 
section for 13-18 year olds, Last 
year the kids donated a pull mo- 
tor and practice dummy to the 
Alta Loma Fire Department from 
proceeds of a charity horse show 
they held. 

The Meyers are in the horse 
breeding and showing business, 
They plan to travel to the U5, 
national Arabian championships

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Iris, Daylilies—Beauty With Little Care 


For masses of beautiful flow- 
ers in the border or plants that 
when not in bloom make hant- 
some foliage accents, and -all 
with almost no care, daylilies 
and iris lead the perennial pa- 
rade. 

There are two kinds of peren- 
nials called daylilies -- the 
broad-leaved Hosta, Funkia, or 
Plantain lily, blooming about 
August, blue or white, and the 
Hemerocallis, with fragrant, 
lily-or amaryllis-shaped flowers 
in ravishing colors that can be 
chosen for succession of bloom 
from June to October. 

The white-flowered Hostas like 
shade as do the variegated, and 
make handsome green clumps 
where many other perennials 
can’t be located, But it is the 
Hemerocallis daylily we are con- 
sidering here. 

if you are familiar only with 
the old-fashioned “‘lemon” lily 
or the wild tawny lily of coune- 
try roadsides and have not been 
to a daylily show or seen a Cat~ 
alog describing the lireraliy hun- 
dreds of named varieties in beau- 
tiful tones and color combi- 
nations, you have a thrill coming 


to you. 
MANY KINDS 

There are many more thantwo 
kinds of iris -- the little iris 
pumila, cristata, the orchid-like 
Japanese Higo iris that likcs 
moist rich soil, the Siberian, 
and others, The one considered 
here is the familiar Bearded or 
German iris, the “‘rainbow flow- 
er” in a myriad of lovely col- 
ors and tones and combinations. 

The time to plant or trans- 
plant iris in most regions is 
from July into September, Hem- 
erocallis daylilies can be planted 
any time except in winter, Ideal 
time is April, July, August, and 
September, 

Both of these harcy, care- 
free perennials have been hy- 
bridized so extensively and 
therefore come in so many color 
combinations and shades that to 
choose them is exciting but al- 
most bewildering. 

if you are just stepping out, 
a collection offered by one of 
the mail-order catalogs may be 
a help. For example, Wayside

In May Thoughts Turn 
To Chrysanthemums 


‘Mum’s the word, Or, at 
least it should be with garden- 
ers in the Golden State, these 
days, Though May has just ar- 
rived, it is time to consider 
Chrysanthemums -- and their 
color contributions to the fall 
season, 

In that nurseries offer bloom- 
ing Chrysanthemums all months 
of the year, it isn’t proper to 
link ‘Mums strictly to fall 
months, These have been en- 
couraged to bloom under con- 
trolled conditions, and with the 
exception of a few of the early- 
blooming varieties, “mums are 
fall-blooming flowers under na- 
tural garden conditions, The pots 
of blooming Chrysanthemums 
available all year, can be used 
as indoor decorations, or sun- 
ken into garden bare spots to 
brighten - up the surround- 
ings, After the flowers fade, 
the five plants to be found in 
the container can be cut back 
to 4-6 inches, separated and 
planted in sunny sites, The 
plants will bloom again in fall, 

Chrysanthemums seem CUus= 
tom-made for the autumn sea~ 
son, The yellows, golds, and 
bronzes herald the arrival of 
fall; other shades--ranging from 
white through the reas to laven- 
ders and purple--make up for any 
lack of fall garden color,

The gardener who fails to plant 
blooming ‘Mums now, can always 
obtain flowering-size plants in 
nursery containers later in the 
year, But, he will enjoy more 
bloom for his money by setting=- 
out young, rooted transplants 
which are available in May at 
local nurseries, These rooted 
cuttings may have been pinched- 
back by the nurseryman, If 
not, pinch-out the top of the 
plant, yourself, This encourages 
sidebranching and bushiness -- 
which means more flowers per 
plant. 

With large - flowering exhi- 
bition-types and Spider Mums, 
the interest is in bloom size; 
pinch-back the last time in mid- 
July, You'll obtain a less shrub- 
by plant with longer stems and 
larger blooms, Pompons, ane- 
mones daisy and = button- 
type chrysanthemums can be re- 
pinched in July, Best approach 
is to ask your nurseryman’s 
advise on how far back, and when 
to pinch the various “Mums in 
your garden, 

Select a sunny planting site 
for ‘Mums, Water generously; 
drainage is most important, Help 
assure it by incorporating an 
organic planter mix with the soil 
as you set-out the plants, ad- 
vises the California Association 
of Nurserymen,

May In The 
Rose Garden 


The Rose is a universally be- 
loved flower. You don’t have to 
search for reasons; glorious dis- 
plays of bloom in spring and 
fall, with flushes of enjoyable 
color in-between; variety and 
richness in color, form, and 
fragrance; and adaptability to ex- 
tremes, The month of May 1s a 
time for the gardener [to at- 
tend to certain basic needs of 
his Roses, By so doing, he can 
look forward to a lazy summer 
insofar as his rose garden Is 
concerned, 

Even though an unbelievable 
wet winter season is fresh in 
everyone’s memory, this is a 
time to apply mulch on rose beds 
in anticipation of a long, dry 
California summer. Mulching 
conserves moisture and helps 
control weeds, Nurseries have 
a specially-formulated mixture 
of organic materials designed for 
mulching purposes, Evenly ap- 
ply the mulch to a depth of two 
to three inches around the plants, 
Before spreading, all weeds 
should be removed, and the soil 
raked lightly. 

Roses gequire large amounts 
of water; a regular irrigation 
program will help insure ample 
color and good blooms, Slow- 
moving water seeps into the 
soil -- and should be allowed 
to penetrate deeply, Basins or 
a system of ditches around the 
base of the plants will aid from 
a standpoint of conserving water 
and effort. 

Many hobbyists have developed 
their own theories on feeding 
Roses, but, basically, the Cali- 
fornia Association of Nursery- 
men recommends frequent, small 
feedings rather than larger ap- 
plications of rose food == less 
often, Always follow the instruc- 
tions on the label -- whether you 
are using liquid fertilizer or 
a dry form --as they vary with 
different formulations, 

When it comes to insect con- 
trol, and combatting mildew, rust 
and plant diseases which may 
attack the rose garden, there are 
divergent viewpoints on how to 
proceed, There is agreement, 
though, that quick action is re- 
quired to assure the gardener’s 
enjoying the beauty he expects,

The Irvine Company has 40 
acres in strawberries this year, 
Manassero said, The 1973 har- 
veat should produce more than 
12,500 trays a week (a tra 
contains 12 pints) during the peak 
season,

ear, Cranston said,

busting up the $5 billion- 
a-year US, drug racket, 
or for curbing the one 
drunk driver out of ewery

road in any given night,” 

Cranaton, who lachair- 
man of two Senate sub- 
committees that have 
been looking Into the 
problems, said he ts 
working for passage of 
seven ditterent drug and 
alcohol billa—two that he 
authored and five he is 
co-apongoring -~ in this 
session of Congresa; 

The billa range from 

U.S, economic sanctions

traffic, to soneeet penal- 


ties for drug dealers and 
to expanded treatment for 
addicta and alcoholica, 

Cranston wae in Con- 
cord to confer with home 
builders, civic and union 
leaders, and to speak at 
a testimonial dinner for 
Assemblyman Dan Boat- 
wright. 

Police officials in 
both the auburban com- 
munity of Concord innor- 
thern Califorma and the 
major urban city of Los 
Angeles in the south re- 
port that more than half 
of their arrests involve 
drug users,” Cranston 
aaid, “Concord has seen 
a ateady increase in drug 
use deapite the city’s 
strong commitment to
